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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response dated 10/16/2006 has been received and entered. Claims 16-23 and 
33-44 are remain pending in the application. Claims 1-15 and 24-32 stand withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 44 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsubota et al., US 
Patent No. 5,677,749. 

Claim 44 is anticipated by Tsubota et al. figures 32-33 and accompanying text which 
discloses a method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display panel (figure 32) comprising the 
steps of affixing a pair of substrates (306/307) to each other, disposing a thermosetting seal 
material (308), disposing a thermally conductive buffer plate (325) and heating/curing the 
thermosetting seal material while selectively applying a pressure (load) from outer surface of the 
display panel (figure 32) where the thermosetting seal material is disposed through the buffer 
plates due to grooves (325a). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16-23 and 33-43 are allowed. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 

method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display panel comprising a combination of various 
steps as claimed more specifically the step of heating and curing the thermosetting seal material 
while selectively applying a pressure from the outer surface of the display panel body to the 
region where the thermosetting seal material is disposed through said buffer plates, without 
pressing the display regions of the display panel body which overlap the openings formed in the 
buffer plates, in the portions of the buffer plates corresponding to the openings as set forth in 
claims 16, 34, 42 and 43.
